W ASHINGTON, Nov. 18.— J a p a n ’s request for an in­ 
crease in the proportional strength of her navy may leat1 
speedily to some plain talk across the council table of the- 
arms conference. 
The American delegation stands ready 
t o dispute stubbornly any material change from the ratio 
set forth in the American plan. 
That ratio it was em pha­ 
sized by highest authorities today, reflects existing propor­ 
tional strength and so cannot be altered without upsetting 
a fundamental principle of the whole plan. 
In effect the j 
American figures would give Ja p a n six fighting ships to ev­ 
ery ten owned by the United States and every ten owned by I 
Great Britain. The Japanese have hinted, but never form- j 
ally announced, th a t they want seven lo ten. Tile naval ex­ 
perts of the United States really believe that five to ten is 
nearer the proper allotment.
